Basic Woes Not Yet Treated 

The foreign exchange reserves marshalled to pro¬ 
tect the dollar are truly massive and surely sufficient 
to stop all skepticism about the dollar rate, says The 
Financial Post. But the dollar crisis is a surface sign 
of very basic maladies — the part of the iceberg that 
shows. Canada has high unemployment, shrinking 
profit margins, great balance of payments problems, 
a troubled manufacturing industry and an economy 
that is simply not growing in terms of what each 
Canadian produces. 

The hard truth is that our political leaders, like 
our country, are caught in a horrible dilemma. To 
forestall the utter depletion of our foreign exchange 
reserves they must pursue such restrictive policies as 
raising interest rates, boosting tariffs, cutting govern¬ 
ment spending. Yet to quicken the currently slow pace 
of business activity, to cure present unemployment 
and provide new jobs for the hundreds of thousands 
of postwar youngsters soon to pour into the work 
force, our authorities need to do exactly the opposite 
of what they are doing now to protect the dollar. 

U.S. officials, in their reach for new growth, are 
proposing tax cuts for individuals and new tax in¬ 
centives for industry. Certainly a thorough re¬ 
examination of Canada’s loathsome and antiquated tax 
system is long overdue.

End Of A Perfect Day 


Bedroom, kitchen and living 
room of the typical early home 
are all partitioned as part of the 
Little Bow Pioneer Museum and 
above are sleeping quarters featur¬ 
ing an ancient bed with headboard 
half way to the ceiling, and quilted 
mattress. 

This bed was purchased by 
Commodore Allen at a Blackie 
auction sale and it was from sim¬ 
ilar sales that many articles were 
obtained. Outlined in the picture 
in front of the bed is an all-metal 
baby’s crib of 1907 vintage brought 
over from Scotland and purchased 
at a Nanton farm sale. Being 
properly dressed in those days 
meant a dress form or two in the 
bedroom. One of the two against 
the wall above is completely ver¬ 
satile in its construction and can 
be adjusted to conform to milady's 


height and various subtle measure¬ 
ments. 

Of course the old fashioned 
treadle type sewing machine was 
an essential part of the 
eer housekeeping stage and many 
a pair of pants went through a 
string of growing boys with new 
patches or alterations substituting 
for store bought replacement. 

On the dark stained dresser are 
some weapons used in other days 
to curl and control the Missus’ 
hair, but properly heated and gen¬ 
erously applied, they lend them¬ 
selves well to the business of 
discipline of a late-home husband.

OIL COLOURS: RED MEANS DANGER 


A high-quality detergent oil like Havoline darkens very 
rapidly in your engine, because it's holding onto the dirt, 
ready to carry it out of the engine when you drain the oil. 
But what does it mean when your oil turns another colour? 


Red oil may mean a leaky fuel pump diaphragm, which lets quantities ’ 
of dyed gasoline into the oil. This gasoline thins out the lube oil, 
lowers its lubricating effectiveness.

Temporary milky color in cold engine oil results from air being churned 
into the oil, and usually disappears as the oil warms up. 

Foaming and whitening of oil may indicate an air leak in the oil-pump 
intake. 

Black oil in a clean, new engine, almost always results from stop- 
and-go driving. The color is produced by hlack carbon fuel soot from 
inefficiently-burned gasoline.
